State offices, in which county conven- 
tion delegates were chosen and in- 
structed lor Capt. W. J. Stone for 
Governor by a majority of eight or 
ten to one over Wm. Guebel, aud their 
credentials were regularly signed by

Whereas, by fraud aud deceit prac- 
ticed by the followers ot Goebel in the 
selection of the Committee on Creden- 
tials in the State Convention this 
county was illegally and corruptly 
robbed by Goebel aud his followers

the chairman was deprived of one- 
■ii « more, the legal representatives 
as selected by this county having been 
turned down and others substituted 
who were not selected and who c*st 
three-quarters of the vote of this 
county for a man whom the Demo- 
■ati had so overwhelmingly repudi- 
ated in our said county convention. 
Aud when the State Convention as- 
sembled at Louisville, Judge D. B. 
Red wine was made temporary chair- 
man thereof, aud a committee on or- 
ganization was formed, and reported 
ivor of making s. 
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adopted, and said lied wine after 
ide the following rulings by which 
substituted his own will over the 
will of the accredited delegates of the 
Democracy, and controlled the action 
ot the couveuliou, lo-wit: The chair- 
mau ruled that tho minority report 
should be considered first, which was 
corro< t, but instead of allowing the 
couveuliou to consider iialiard county 
first, Caldwell county b< 
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Live district In alphabetical order ac- 
"reeedciiU and parlia- 
'antl deciding the con- 
h county ou its nitriis, 
deltgUcs were en- 
titled fVvete, except the county ou 
trial, he improperly ruled that bUli 
MMttl should be voted on as a whole 
and that 310 delegates whose seats 
were contested should not be called 
ou or allowed to jroti . IU- then ruled 
these voting «• aye ' thOUkl be counted 
for tho minority report and those vot- 
ing " no " snould be coumed for the 
majority report. The icsult was 
voted fur the ininoiity and 441 voted 
for the majority repoit— only TW votes 
being recorded out of 1092. The 
adoption of the majority report seated 
delegates whomever thought of nuk- 
ing a content until sent tor alter the 
State Convention had assembled. 
Others were seated who had not been 
appointed by any county convention 
whatever. Before ana while this out- 
rage was being committed more than 
half (he delegates on the floor protested 
but iu vain, and their leaders appealed 
irom the decisions of the chair with- 
out recognition. All protests were 
ignored, and appeals to the convention 
from the decisions of the chair refused, 
the chairmau being prompted by Sen 
ator Wm. Goebel, who sat on the stage 
iu his rear. In executing these arbi- 
trary proceedings Chairman Redwinc 
was surrounded and supported by the 
armed detective force ot Louisville iu 
citizen dress. The Chief of Polict 
with thirty armed policemen iu uni- 
form formed a line ou the floor ir 
frout ot the stage aud faced the con 
veution. Au equal number command- 
ed by captains aud lieutenants wen 
marched (o the stage in the rear of tin 
chairman, and was held as a reserve 
force. Ten policemen, under a cap- 
tain, guarded the side entrance, and 
about twenty, under two captains, 
guarded the maiu entrance to the hall. 
A large number in uniform were dis- 
tributed ail arouud the hall, clo<e to 
and surrounding the delegate*, with 
many more in citUens clothing scat- 
tered among the delegates. After 
this armed military force had fortified 
the chairman he would not allow the 
convention to vote on or cousider ai 
motion unless Senator Goebel agrei 
to it, nor would he allow an appe 
from his decisions to the couvoutic 

Wheroas, more than 700 delegati 
realized that they could not or would 
not be permitted to act as free repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic uai ty un- 
der such a usurper, upheld by military 
power, and after several days a r 
lutiou was lutroduoed to refer the 
question of holding a new convention 
back to Ihe Democrats of the vat- 
counties of the State, aud providing 
for an adjournment, sine die, Capt. 
Sioue, representing 381 vote*, aud 



n. Hardin, 362 votes, together more 
in two-thirds of the convention, ap- 
peared before the convention and ad- 
vocated (he adoption of said resolution. 
But Senator Goebel, representing 34!) 
votes, said "no." The chairmen de- 
clared (he resolution not in order and 
used to allow an appeal from his 
cision. Most ot the delegates bv 
s lime, after fruitless endeavor to 
ve the Democratic party, departed 
■ their home, leaving onlv a fraction 
of the original 1092 delegates. A 
large number of couuties were being 
ited by proxy, whether genuine or 
fraudulent may never be known, in 
king all the so-called nominations. 
All the wrongs committed have not 
been recited, but enough to show that

Democrats iu Kentucky. 

Resolved, That we are loyal Dem- 
ocrats and beleive that party organi- 
zation and nescipline are necossary to 
tha success of the great principles we 
advocaio and that it is our duty to 
surrender our individual preference 
and minor views to the will of the 
m»j irity ot the party properly ex- 
pressed, but do not feel bound by the 
action of a convention iu which by 
force and fraud and treachery the will 
of the party audits accredited delegat- 
es was overridden by that of one man 
and his creatures. We ardently de- 
sire tho success of Win. J. Bryan aud 
of the principles of the Chicago conven- 
tion ot 189G, and in order to stieced we 
would swallow these frauds if wo be- 
lieved it was best lo do so in order to 
secure that desirable result, but we 
Irmly believo that it is best for party 
success in 1900 that we snould disa- 
vow these frauds and put the unmis- 
takable stamp ot our disabpioval 
upon them and believe we will there- 
by secure the aid of many thousand 
men ol each State aud enable us to 
win success, wherefore be it 
Resolved, That we urge the De- 
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coi.veulion aud to name the time and 
place (outside of Lo.iisvillc) for hold-

upon Ihe state of feeling that will ex- 
ist at the November election. 

Resolved, That we insist that ac- 
cording to the truo principles of De- 
mocracy (he Democrats of each voting 
precinct have the right lo and should 
seloct their members of the County 
Committee and the members tnereot 
so selected have the right to and 
should select their own Chairman.

This building has 
been enlarged and beautified un- 
til it is now one of the largest and 
most attractive school buildings in 

I Kentucky- We noticed new mills, 
water, electric and gas plants, and 
new stores by the score. Pausing 
to consider why it was thus, we

A PHONETIC ALPHABET. 

Invented by Coreane in tha Ftfteantn 

Century. 

Corea boasts of the invention of a 
pure phonetic alphabet. Of course 
it was not the first, but it was original 
with her, and therefore no leas cred- 
itable. The invention of this alpha- 
bet is the last of three great protests 
which Corea has made against the 
cunibcrsoracness of the Chinese writ- 
ten character. King Se-Jo, early in 
the fifteenth century, determined 
that the people must have a phonetic 
alphabet, and a college of seholars 
was convened, with the distinguished 
Song Sammun at its head, to devipe 
nn alphabet. Looking about for a 
model, (hey found nothing like a 
phonetic alphabet, except in the 
Tibetan books which had been 
brought from China and deposited in 
the monasteries of Corea. But Tibet-

For the 
vowels they turned to the ancient seal 
character of China, and from its sim- 
plest radicals picked out six, which 
became the Corean vowels. The com- 
bination of the letters in the syllable 
is, 66 to speak, triangular. 
In simplicity the Corean characters 
are unsurpassed. Tradition says that 
the inventor took them all from the 
Corean door, whicli. consists of a com- 
bination of horizontal and oblique 
lattice work; and in truth this could 
ie done. — Harper's Magazine.

Doctors DivMed on the Bacterial Theory 
of the Disease. 

When bacteria were found to be 
the cause of one infectious disease 
after another, it was thought that 
cancer might be included in the list, 
and several enthusiastic scientists 
isolated a bacterium which they dedi- 
cated to the use of this disease; but 
the flood of experiments that followed 
proved that it was quite incapable of 
causing cancer in animals or man, and 
it was relegated to the uninteresting 
position of a non-pathogenic genii. 
The bacterial theory appearing un- 
tenable, they thought themselivea a 
little nearer when they advanced the 
idea of a protozoan, which name they 
held as being suflicicntly wide to in- 
clude any organism of the animal 
world that might be found as an ex- 
citing cause. The closer study of 
parasitic diseases of lower animals, 
which has accompanied medical 

/studies of the past few years, added 
, a certain plausibility to this idea. 

The present aspect of the cancer 
problem, as presented by Sanfelire. 
Iioncali, Bra and Pliinmer, seems to 
have by analogy something more of 
truth than what has gone before. 
That the germ of infection is a vege- 
table parasite of the class known as 
yeasts, or molds, in a wider sense, 
may be possible, for the nature of the 
irritative process following infection 
is analogous to certain forms of new 
growths that are prevalent through- 
out the vegetable kingdom. There 
is a large class of fungoid parasitic 
diseases in plants that have tumorous 
excrescences developed. These are 
known to be caused by abnormal de- 
velopment of adjacent tissues, and 
slowly affect the life processes of the 
plant. The organisms that are the 
exciting cause of those diseases are of 
the same general class of fungi that 
are now being held the cause of car- 
cinoma, and the gradual impairment 
of nutrition and spread of the growths 
are strikingly similar in both classes. 
Just what the outcome may be is still 
a matter of uncertainty. — N. Y. Med- 
ical Eecord. 



LOSSES FROM ^LIGHTNING. 

About Five Persons io a Million A: 

Struck. 

It has been playfully said that the 
chance of a man's being struck by- 
lightning is only one in thirty mil- 
lions, and that his chance of recovery 
when struck is about the same, yet 
there is a general and perennial inter- 
est in the subject. The jest is contro- 
verted by statistical facts, for the 
chief of the weather bureau of the de- 
partment of agriculture has certified 
from the records of his office that the 
ratio of deaths by lightning to, total 
population of the United States, as- 
suming the latter to be 08,000,000, 
is annually a little over five persons 
in a million. The regions of grcutest 
danger from lightning stroke appear 
to be in Wyoming, Montana, Colo- 
rado and North Dakota, though no 
region is exempt. It is some comfort 
to those of us who live in cities to be 
officially assured that "danger from 
lightning stroke is least in ( losely- 
built cities and greatest in the open 
country.'' 

From the figures compiled last year 
it appears that abo 
the 
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some distance from the place where 
the stock was killed. The statistics, 
ineomplotoasthey doubtlessare, show 
that the farmers of the country lost, 
by lightning alone during 1898 live 
stock valued at. about $50,000. 

During the same time there were 
over 1,800 cases of destructive light- 
ning strokes on buildings, causing a 
money loss of about $1,500,000. 
Three hundred and sixty-seven lives 
were lost, and 494 persons were more 
or less severely injured by lightning 
stroke. The killed were in various 
conditions of environ ment^in dwel- 
ngs, barns, under trees and in the 
open. More people were killed under 
trees than in the open. It is not safe 
to seek shelter from a thunderstorm 
ider a tree. 

Chief Moore observes that it would 
i of manifest advantage to know the 
precise character of the ordinary 
lightning flash — whether it approxi- 
mates a steady flow or partakes of an 
oscillatory movement. Better knowl- 
edge than wa now possess of the kind 
of object mo6t frequently struck, 
whether tree, or dwelling house or 
barn, might be the means of saving 
life. If, for example, certain trees 
are more apt to be struck by lightning 
than others, they should be avoided 
as a place of shelter in a thunder- 
storm. There are, also, other lines 
of inquiry in which greater precision 
of methods and devices might yield 
valuable returns.— Albany Argus.

Important Decision Regarding Stealing 

oi Electricity in Germany. 

In December last the provincial 
court at Elbcrfeld sentenced three 
merchants each to one day's imprison- 
ment for stealing from an electric 
current. The men had secretly 
tached a wire to a .able laid in 
house where they lodged, and thus got 
their room lighted by electricity for 
nothing. 

The court decided that electricity 
possessed the essential properties of 
a movable object, but this was ap- 
pealed against and the case has final- 
ly reached the senate of the supreme 

irt of the empire. 

[Tie senate holds that the judgment 
the provincial court must be 
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it a movable object in the sense 
u> law. Tn the sentence it is stated 
that electricity must be reckoned as 
of the energies of nature, like 
sound, light, etc. 

As the law provides only ngainst 
the theft of movable bodies, it is inap- 
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ricity is not one of tl: 
of copper wire. 

The senate, thci efore, as mentioned 
above, came to the unanimous con- 
on that, with the law in its pres- 
itate, tupping nn electric current 
lis not theft. — Berlin Cor. of London 
Leader.

INJUSTICE OF HISTORY. 

A Great JExplorer Forgotten for Over a 
Century. 

The explorer may be lost not only 
in wilderness or in ocean wastes, but 
also in the depths of archives or out- 
of-the-way corners of libraries, where 
his unpublished records are stowed 
away, forgotten, buried almost be- 
yond human ken until some delving 
antiquarian turns over the musty and 
yellow pages and becomes a discover- 
er himself. Here is an illustration or 
two of this interesting fact. 

We know that the smallest of the 
continents, Australia, is separated 
from the second largest island in the 
world, New Guinea, by Torres strait. 
The famous Capt. Cook thought he 
had made a great discovery in 1770 
when he sailed through this strait 
and thu9 proved that New Guinea 
was separated from Australia, though 
on the maps the island was shown as 
a part of the continent. The fact is, 
however, that more than ISO year- 
earlier the forgotten Spanish pilot 
Torres had made this same discovery; 
and the Spaniards had so long coll- 
ided it as a state secret in their ar- 
ives at Manila that thev had forgot- 
ten all about it themselves. One day- 
late in the last century, when Eng- 
land was at war with Spain and had 
seized Manila, an inquisitive man 
named Dalrymple improved 
chance to poke around among the 
chives, and his most interesting < 
covery was this record of Torres' 
work. If the English had not been 
masters of Manila for awhile the trutl: 
about this important discovery might 
have been left for us to reveal. But 
the laurels were finally given to the 
man who had won them, and this is 
how it happened that, generatioi 
after his death, the waters which sepa- 
rate the continent from the island 
came to be known as Torres strait. — 
Harper's Round Table.

Victoria's Loyalty to the Constitution 
and Her High Position. 

The queen has always sailed an ab- 
solutely straight course.

She has 
never tried to enlarge her constitu 
tional rights, to increase her persona 
power and influence, to have her owr 
way because it was her own way 
Again, she has nevej made favorite: 
of this or that man', or even of this 01 
that policy, and then tried to press 
them forward by any concealed means 
or secret device. Nobody has ever 
been able to say: "The queen has 
taken a great liking for this or that 
statesman and means to push him 
quietly," or "her majesty has set her 
heart on this or that scheme or pro- 
posal and means to carry it somehow 
or other," or, lastly, "if that is pro- 
posed the queen will insist on strik- 
ing a bargain and having her favor- 
ite plan as to this or that put intoexe- 
cution." Tho queen, that is, has 
never bad eerlain private aim- in the 
background which she has been in- 
tently pressing on while apparently 
doing other things. Her aim has 
been a single one — to obey the law, 
custom and etiquette of the constitu- 
tion, and to further in every possible 
way the good of the country. She 
has never, for example, as have many 
monarch*, good ns well as bad, been 
perpetually solicitous about advanc- 
ing dynastic interests, improving the 
position of her family or seizing op- 
portunities to increase the royal pow- 
er. Instead, there has been complete 
loyalty to Iter high position and, as we 
have said, absolute singleness of aim.

I made my landing en Kauni at 
Nawilhvili, a very pretty crescent- 
shaped bay with high bold land at the 
points, disembarking from a smaller 
steamer than those running to Hawaii 
and Maui, after one of the roughest 
trips in my experience. Ilawaiinns 
call Kauai the Garden island of the 
group — and in so doing raise expecta- 
tions at Honolulu which will not be 
realized by a trip across t he disturbing 
channel. " It is the oldest of th< 
islands-— and therefore freer of in vi 
— but it is also the least picturesque 
and, I must add. with the least agri 
cultural possibilities for. immigrants 

In point of fact, there are no possi- 
bilities at all. Not for lack of arable 
land, indeed, but for lack of any kind 
worth cultivating. The island 
practically owned by about six plant 
tions, and has never been survived j 
whole by the government. Some 1 
these plantations are on very ric 
soil— and one of them, at Lihue, jni 
inland from Nawiliwili, lias stretches 
that yield nine tons of sugar to the 
acre; but the majority do not yield 
more than half that amount. Physic- 
ally the island is somewhat like the 
others, save that its center, rather 
than ragged mountains, is occupied 
by high (3,000 feet) tableland dense- 
ly covered with forest, and it has in 
the Ilnnnlei and YVailua rivers two 
fair-sized streams. — Caspar Whitney, 
in Harper's Weekly. 

The World's "Longest Day." 

The following titt shows the dura- 
tion of the longest day in various 
places all over the world : New York 
so to say, the shortest longest 
day, which is about 15 hours long; 
while in Montreal it is'lC. London 
Bremen each bask in a 1GJ hours' 
length of day, closely followed by 
Hamburg and Dantzig with 30 min- 
utes more. The longest day in Stock- 
holm lasts 18£ hours; but both St. 
Petersburg and Tobolsk, Siberia, 
go one better with a day of exactly 
19 hours — and their shortest five 
hours. June 21 brings to Tornca, 
Finland, a summer day nearly 22 
hours long-r-and Christmas day 2$ 
hours only. (How unfortunate are 
the children of Tornea!) The fore- 
going lengthy days, however, are 
easily left behind by 'Wardburg, Xor- 
which boaste of a day l isting 
without break from May 21 (0 July 
but even this is surpassed by 
Spitzbergen, where — mirabile dictu!
